On the eve of the Bowser-Turner

a telephone, call from the South End 
of the city, saying that 
a strange 


Mght had been seen patrolling up 
and down the South Fork river and 
that the craft evidently a motor boat, 
had its engine muffled. 
The chief 


thought nothing of the incident un- 
til about an hour later, when he re- 
ceived another 
phone 
call. 
Both 


times the informants were women. 
Deciding to make an 
investigation, 


he detailed two men to accompany 
him to the river'near the South Sec- 
ond street Abridge. 
A careful scan- 


ning of the "river and a long wait re- 
vealed nothing to the officers and 
they returned to the patrol station.
